WAYS AND MEANS BILLS 
_____ 

general complaint against tho Legia- 
Oouncil of Vancouver Ialand is that i 
S no work — that it is a listless, lethargio 
dy, lying like a deadweight on tho As- 
ably. Aftor Monday's procoodiugs, how- 
ever, the public will havo to award il a dif- 
ferent characteristic. On that memorable 
day it threw out tho whole of the Assembly's 
Ways and Means bills— with an industry and 
a pertinacity that were quito refreshing it 
oontinued its work until not a vestige of tho 
Assembly's labors was discovered but 
small measure for roduoing tho Iicenso ol 
country publio housos. The bills aont up by 
the IIouso aimed nt a reduction in the tfUfr 
tion of tho colony of about 850,000 ; tho 
retail dealer and the owner of real estate 
would have had their burdens lightened ; the 
former would havo had hia milch cows 
imported at a cost of ouo dollar instead of 
four, and tho mechanic and tbo omplnye 
generally would have boon rid of tho ob- 
noxious salary tax. Tho Council, with an 
eyo after the people's dollars and conts 
eould not soo it, however, in that light — they 
wanted to keep the public nose to tho grind 
stone, ar 4 they did what our contemporary 
the Chronicle, in its independent and 
patriotic spirit, calls a " good work." Had 
theso onomies ta tho publio wolfaro of Van- 
couvor Island — tho Colonial Secretary and 
his colleagues— passod a tneasuro attempting 
to legitimise arson or murder, wo havo not 
the slightest doubt our intelligent contem- 
porary, in its anxiety to support publio right, 
would have culled it a "good work," Every 
attempt that has been mado by the Execu- 
tive or its myrmidons to heap or retain 
burdons on the publio — every eifort 
that has been mado to destroy th 
.liberal and economising measures of the 
Lower House — has been endorsed by 
tho sapient genius of tho Chronicle, and 
called " a good work." It is not our inten- 
tion, howavor, to waste time on tho contempt 
ible inanities of our contemporary. We 
have to deal with the mighty financiers of 
tho Upper House— --with tho men who do 
olare that the most stable security for a loan 
is tho most unstable thing in tho colony — 
real estate. The crodit of tho country will 
be endangered, say they, if tho tax is repealed, 
nnd on recurring to ihe estimated receipts 
for 1865 and 18CG they find the stable se- 
curity of $110,000 in the formor year had 
dwindled down in the short space of a 
twelvemonth to 850,000. ' This year it 
will go muoh lower, and next year, if 
aome, wo might almoBt say violent, change 
in tho Government of tho country ehall not 
have taken place, it will sink into absolute 
nothingness ; for, as wo have previously re- 
marked, land will have lost every vnluo but 
an agricultural one — from tho simple fact that 
there will be no domand for it. Tho action 
of tho House tho present session— in ils re- 
duction of the official and public expenses — 
in its inauguralion of public works, and in 
its passage of measures to secure families in 
the fruits of their industry, nnd protect 
husbands from imprisonment for debt — was 
to retain tho population we havo in the country 
and to enoourago people to come to our shores. 
Tho Upper House, howover, do not want 
tho country settled up — thoy do not want the 
population to remain ; thoy desire to seo the 
California stonmer drain tho colony dry ; nnd 
they are succeeding admirably. In a little 
time their august labors will be nooJIoss ; for 
thoy shall havo only the Siwasb population 
of tho Island to deal with. 

Wo know Mr. Young has boon a long 
timo calculating over tho step ho baa tukon. 
Ho did not dare to throw tlioso bills out when 
there was a known majority of mon in the 
Assembly against Government extravagance ; 
but ho fancius that the Houso now is an nb- 
joct House ready to swallow uny measure ho 
or tho Executive may proposo. Wo think, 
bowover, that in this na in olhor things ho 
is mistaken. A little wliilo ago wo woro 
told by tho Colonial Secretary that tho Ways 
and Means bills would not bo taken up until 
the Supply bill had boon sent to the Counoil 
by tho Lower Houso.and we wero sagely inform- 
ed by our oontonipornry that Mr. Young, by 
this " ingenious" device, had checkmated the 
Aosembly. The Assembly, however, took no 
moro notico of Mr. Young's " ingonuily " 
than thoy did of a South American pronun- 
oiamenlo, and the ingenious Colonial Seoro- 
taey was obliged to swallow his words and 
bi3 disoomf'Uro by taking up the Ways and 
Mc.r.n tsithmt tho Bill of Supply, Me hai now 
with his colleagues thrown these bills out ; but 
ho ban dono more. Ho has armed the Lower 
Houso, as wo will show to-morrow, whon wo 
go into both his nnd the Treasurer's figures, 
with tho best possible weapon and tho mo3t 
irrefutable nrgumont to make mother sweep* 
ing reduction in tho supplies beforo thoy 
shall have boon sent to the Upper Houso.

The Thaokdy IK the Overland Stage 
CoACir. — The Irightt'ul trngedy in the ovor- 
lantl conch from Denver last March, during 
which our fellow townsman, W. W. Barlow, 
Esq., U.S. Murslinl, took an netivo part to- 
wardn quelling tho double, is fully described 
in the Fort Kearney Herald. A short Re- 
count was transmitted to ds by telegraph nt 
the timo the occurence happened, and showed 
that the outlaw who bogan the work wrs a 
refugee from justico in Montana, named 
XI itti sch il d. He undertook to murder nil his 
fellow passengers in tho coach, ai.\ in num- 
ber, fearing he would bo arrested by Mr. 
Barlow, himself u passenger. So soon na 
Ihoy reached a suitable Btuliou, nnd while 
nil were asleep, on Iho morning of the tragedy 
he stubbed one passenger, and shot tuiother, 
a Mr- Bice, who immediately expired. The 
person who had been stubbed, then seized 
tho pistol of tho desperado, but could not 
prevent his shooting at random. Au eighth 
passenger, on the top of !ho conch, awoke 
at this stage of the proceeding, and the dri- 
ver knowing whero the pistol reports pro- 
ceeded from, stoped the team, when the work 
of the rullian was soon supresecd. Mr. Bar- 
low we.s stabbed in tho check, tho wound 
proving nearly fatal. Tho oavairy escort 
coming up, ilatischild was left with one of 
them, and lingered until 9 o'clock in tho 
morning, when ho died u:id the body was 
buried by the rodd-sidc. Tho body of Mr. 
Rico was taken on to the Cottonwood Springs 
Station and buried there. He was a 
wealthy ranchman, living on one of tho trib- 
utaries of tho I'lattu river, and was en route 
East for a flock of sheop. During the duy 
previous to tho tragedy, Hanschild evinced 
on uncalled-for degreo of alatm whenever 
ony uarative of lynching was recited, nnd 
once, when a rope dangled over the window 
from tho top ol tho coach, one of the pass- 
erjgors jocularly suggested that " it must be 
to hang some fellow with," when Hanschild 
jumped up and begeed to bo taken into cus- 
tody, anil not hung. The gentlemen told 
him ho knew* nothing of him, nor did ho 
wish to know. Tho conversation turning 
upon Indians, tho subject of arms was dis- 
cussed, when lliinschild ascertained that 
but two of tho passengers were nrmod besi 
des himself. He had mentioned, too, that 
ho hud no money left after paying his fare.

Got an Elephant. — One of the leading 
business houses of San Francisco has upon 
its hands uu elephant, in tho shape of thirty 
casos of nitro- glycerine. The Bulletin thus 
refers to the action of tho owner : "Ho firs' 
stored it at tho I'ottero, near Iho powder- 
house, where he supposed it would bo out of 
harm's way, nnd whero no danger could nrlso 
from its presence. But Chief Burke notified 
him ol his intention to pitch it into the bay, 
when ho was compelled to obtain a temporary 
injunction to save his blasting oil. Ho then 
hired a small sloop of some Chinamen, into 
which hu loaded Ihu dangerous oil, and 
anchored tho vessel and cargo some distniioo 
from the shore, and yet in shallow water so 
that vessels could not collide with it nor 
people easily reach it from shore. Bui tho 
Cbinameo owning the barge aro to day 
urgent for its possession. The owners have 
now pretty definitely determined to store il 
on Goat island, on a portion which is unfre- 
quented and uninhabited, tu which proposi- 
tion tho owners and occupants of the Island 
have assented. So that it is now probable 
thai it will bo stowed in such a position that 
no diimngo can result from its explosion, 
even if it should suddenly blow up. Still he 
cannot ship it, for probably no vessel will 
take il on board after tho reeont terrible 
accidents, and it is difficult lo see what oan 
bo dooo with tho explosive Bluffs, At all 
evonis, it is out of the city , and away from 
human habitations, and thut is a great cum- 
fort." — Oregonian.

(before chief justice needhamO 
The April session of the Court of Assizes 
and general Gaol delivery, wua opened yes- 
terday, at 10 n.ui,, boforo His Honor the 
Chief Justico. 

The following genllcmen composed the 
Grand Jury:— 

Messrs. Robert Bumnby (foreman), John 
Wilkie, Tlios. Lowe, Thos. Prttcbard, David 
Lcneveu, Chaa. J. Mursh, Augustus E. Siffn 
ken, Arthur Fellows, Alex. F. Jlnin, Henry 
Nathan, Robt. Harvey, Thos. Wilson, J. B. 
Stewart, Godfrey C. Wigr.n, Jes.«o Cowper, 
Richard Curr, Thos. C. Nullnll, Alex. Lang- 
Icy, Edward Green, Frederick W. Green. 

Hia Lordship congratulated the jury on tho 
light nature of tho calendar, Which was cither 
attributable to the unproved slate of morality 
or the inability of tbo police to bring recreants 
to justico. 

The following was tho calendar, in all of 
which cases True Bills were found by the 
grand jury, viz : Queen Pi Quamisb an 
Indian for shooting and killing at Nat aimo, 
The Queen us Ah Sam, Joe, two chinamen, 
for thelt, and six others as accessories. The 
Queen vs Kirn Foe ami Ah Son, receiving 
stolen properly. The Queen vi Charley an 
Indian, assault aud theft at Naaalrao. 

BURGLARY. 

Regina vs Tom a Russian — Tho Indict- 
ment charged. the prisoner wilh burglariously 
entering the liquor storo ol Eugene Thomas 
on Yules street, Victoria, and feloniously 
stealing from un iron safe therein, about 040 
in coin. Tr.o prisoner pleaded not guilty. 

Mr Bing advised by Mr. Bishop, at the 
request of ihe Court took up Ihe defence ol 
the prisoner. 

Tbo paiticularg of the evidence in this 
ease have already been clicitod nnd pub- 
lished during Iho preliminary enquiry. Mr. 
Thomas and his barman wero examined, ns 
also Joo Thomas, u. Russian, Inspector 
Welsh nnd others; It appeared Irom the tes- 
timony of Joo, that the prisoner had told him 
that ho wua engaged in making keys, and 
that ho had a key that would open Mr. 
Thomas' sale, and that ho would soon have 
mouoy. Other circumstances teuding to 
fix tho guilt upon tho prisoner wore proved. 

Mr. Bing addressed the Jury dwelling 
mainly upon the absence of diruet testimony 
of guilt, na against tho prisoner, and the 
probability that the witness Joe, wus the 
perpetrator of tbo deed. 

His Lordship put the enso lucidly beforo 
tho jury, who retired about ton minutes, and 
brought In a verdict of not guilty. 

The prisouor waa thereupon discharged. 
the lanoi.ey street robbbbt. 

Regina v. Ah Sain, Joe, Kim Joe, Ah Su, 
Ah Soo, Ah Sum, Chang Foo, Ah Nei, were 
arraigned on indictments charging the two 
first named prisoners with having feloniously 
ontorHil tho promises ol Mr. John Copland 
on Langley street, on tho 25tli February 
lust, and having opened an iron safe run! 
Bloion therefrom £3500 in coin, n quantity ol 
nuggets und sundry oilier articles of jewelry. 
Tho six others were charged us accessories 
alter the laet. 

Tho prisoners pleaded not guilty. They 
were defended by Mr. Bing instructed by 
Mr. Bishop. 

Tho Attorney General having slated his 
oaso 

Mr. Copland testified lo the fact of the safe 
having been brokeu open and the Doctor's 
footstep leaving the promises, and Mrs. Cop- 
land gave evidence of a confession made by 
Joe implicating him in the robbery. 

Supt. Hun kin proved the arrest of the 
prisoners in a cabin in tho country and the 
faot ol a largo bide having been newly dug 
under a bed. The prisoners denied all 
knowledge of Mr. Copland's money but came 
quietly; Thoy said they had no money. 
On searching thu Doctor at Swan Lake 
Hotel seven S20 pieces wero found in the 
lining ol his coal. When tbieo bud been 
found ho said ho had seven and no moro. 
One $20 coin wus nftoivrardd found but not 
on his person. Footprints were visible out- 
side the house on Langley street. One foot- 
print was very clear, tho other not so clear. 
Betweon seven and eight o'clock tried the 
boots in the footprints and thoy correspond- 
ed. Tho nuggets wero found in tho bed be- 
tween the blatiketa whero the prisoners weru 
sleeping. 

Sergt. Wilrnct' was present and saw thu 
Doctor's boot und Joe's shoo trii'd in the 
footprints, they compared accurately. Tbo 
entrance to the premises had been made by 
the roof. Had not pressed [be prisoners. A 
roward of $100 wus offered lor the capture 
of Joo, and half of Ilio money recovered, 
on conviction. 

Mr. MoBridO) Jailor, waa examined, but 
proved nothing material. 

Mr. Bing addressed tbo Juty at somo 
length and concluded by celling upon the 
Jury forthwith to acquit thu six men charged 
ns accessories nguinst whnin there was no 
ovidenoe. 

HiB Lordship informed tho jury that thoro 
wus no testimony before Ihe Court upon which 
tho six Chinamen could he convicted, nnd il 
would simplify the charge na uguinat tho 
other two if tho jury would ut once liud the 
six not guilty. 

'1 ho jury acquitted iho six men, who wore 
discharged. 

His Lordship then put the caso na it bote 
upon Ihu guilt of thu other two men, Ah .Sum, 
tho doctor, and Joe, Mr. Copland's lute ser- 
vant. 

Tho jury brought in a verdict ol guilty 
against the two prisoners, who were sentenced 
to three years' imprisonment with haul 
labor.

Regina ot, Quamith, for murder. — This 
was a cine from Nanaimo, Thoio was no evi- 
dence lo bring home thu ohargo to iho pri- 
soner, and he wus accordingly acquitted.

GUATEMALA. 

Our dnloa Irom this Republio are to the 
1 5 ih of March. 

President Ceana was continuing his visits 
lo the interior departments of tho Stuto.— 
Wherever he went bo « as received with the 
most lively demonstrations of all'uctiou and 
respect; The President's object in visiting 
the departments is with the view of pointing 
out the best menus calculated to benefit the 
peoplo, and good results uto oxpected to fol- 
low 'therolrom. 

HONDURAS. 

The Legislature ol this Republic has given 
ils approbation to tho treaty concluded with 
Nicaragua, which was alluded 'o in our last 
advices from this State. The official bulletin 
records the decree declaring tho oloctiou of 
tho Republio. 

NICARAQUA. 

The Congress of tho Bepublic passed a 
decree on thu 2Glh February. It containB 
only ono nrlicle, which reads thus: 

" Art unico— Tho conduct of the Govern- 
ment in tho atfair relative to General Don 
Gerardo Barrios, in whioh hia Government 
declined any responsibility with that of Sal- 
vador, is Lpproved. — Oregonian. 

That Dangerous Article,— Tho danger- 
ous qualities of nitro-glyoerino aro thus 
relerred to by the German papers : 

Tho Bcrguwl Ihillenmannischc Zietung 
stales that among other disadvantages of 
Noble's nitro-glyoerlne is tbo fuel ibat it 
freezes at a temperature vory probably above 
42 deg. Fab. It i3 said that at a leniperaturo 
of 43 dog. — 4C deg. Fah. the oil solidifies to 
an icy mass, which friction causes to ex- 
plode It is probablo however, that tho 
freezing point ol the oil lies somewhat lower 
than is hero slated, though as yet no exact 
determination of tho freezing point of if.o oil 
baa been made. A newspaper from Hircb- 
l)irol), in Silesia, gives a sad account of an 
accident caused by Ihe frozen oil exploding 
by Iriotion. Nilro-glycerine there being 
used in making a railway tunnel. It was 
kept in glass vibsoIs, packed in slraw, and 
placed in baskets, each vessel containing one- 
fourth to »no eighth ol a hundred weight of 
the oil. For several days tho oil had been 
frozen. It was carefully handled, and pieces 
wero separated by means of a piece of wood 
ami put into the bore-holes, and it was 
found that ihe frozen nitro-glycerino explo- 
ded quite as well as Iho fluid. One duy nn 
overseer at the shaft hit upon the unlucky 
idea of breaking into pieces with a pick a 
seven or eight pound lump of tho frozen 
oitro-glycerlno, Tho blow caused the mass 
lo explode, and tho unfortunate man was 
blown up into tho air and fell back into Iho 
shall seme forty or filty feet deep, while two 
Workman, who were making calridges a 
short distance from him luckily escaped with 
a slight injury.

This was the severest ordeal to 
which be could havo Bilbmilted Ihetn — the 
experimentum cruets. lie throw them ut 
once, aa it wore, beloro tho sick of ull re- 
gions. Ho etatad Iheir properties, pro- 
claimed what they would do. And staked 
reputation nnd fortune upon tbo issue. That 
issue bus been nil that hu or the world 
could havo desired. The rich and Iho poor 
the learned and the ignorant, physicians 
statesmen, inonarehs, a nation of enlightened 
Iroedom, have sanctioned, used, nnd extolled 
Ihom. They mo fixed facts in medical bis- 
on ! 

Is not this bettor limn hiding light under 
a bushel? Is it not better (bun writing pre- 
scriptions in n doud language, nnd putting 
weights and quantities into hicroglypbioe?
